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MONOPOLY AS A POLITICAL ISSUE. 

It is no amiable frame of mind in 
which the people of the United States 
now regardthe corporations that have 
shown a disposition to become monopo- 
lies. One by one these cormorants have 
fastened upon separate industries, until 
there is now scarcely an industrial or 
commercial pursuit which is not the 
direct prey of corporations, or in which 
they have not rendered legitimate com- 
petition an impossibility. For more 
than ten years the evils of monopoly 
have been increasing in this country, 
and although individuals and whole in- 
dustries have risen against them, the 
conflict has been one cf unequal forces— 
of unorganized right against organized 
might. Had the corporations which 
have constituted the most oppressive 
monopolies been wiser, they would have 
profited by the warning which was 
sounded even by unsuccessful opposition 
to them. But unchecked power has bred 
unstinted arrogance. The opponents 
of monopoly have learned wisdom 
from repeated defeats, and there is 
abundant evidence that their future up 
rising against the oppression of the cor- 
porations, will be tempered with better 
judgment, if with le~s mercy, than has 
characterized their previous struggle for 
the equality which is guaranteed them by 
the Constitution. ‘Ihe venality of courts 
and legislatures has caused many of the 
best efforts of the anti-monopolists to 
miscarry in the past, and it is evident 
that such tribunals cannot be depended 
upon to administer justice in opposition 
to the will of the corporate monopolies, 
The movement of the future which is 
now rapidly formulating, contemplates 
an issue at the ballot-box. The politi- 
cal issues of the past are as dead as the 
times that bred them; nor can they be 
longer forced upon the people to the ex- 
clusion of the more vital questions 
which in certain States wielded no 
trifling iuofluence on the late political 
cawpaign, though unrecognized as par- 
ty measures. In its bearing upon the ma. 
terial prosperity of our people and the 
stability of our institutions, the question 
of the rule of the corporations is 
second in importance to no measure 
upon which political parties may differ. 
The monopolies which exist in several 
of our leading industries,or in commer 
cial pursuits, owe their existence to 
unlawful compacts between a few indi 
viduals and the railway companies. It 
bas been clearly proven by the evidence 
adduced in trials at law; by the invest- 
igations of legislative committees and 
by every-day experience, that whenever 
the favor of transportation lines 
can be secured by the few, the compe- 
tition of the many becomes hopeless. 
‘Special rates,’? “rebates”? and other 
forms of discrimination have built up 
mercantile monopolies in many of the 
principal towns of the country; have 
thrown the trade in the leading agri. 
cultural staples into few hands in the 
chief markets; have enabled a few men 
to levy tribute upon every head of live 
stock intended for food; have built up 
that most powerful and odious of 
monopolies, the Standard Oil Co., and 
have fostered similar combinations in 
restraint of almost every branch of trade. 
In accomplishing this, not only has 
competition been bankrupted,but, with a 
monopoly once secured, the producer 
and consumer have alike been taxed 
for its benefit. The present feeling of 
aggressiveness is not confined to those 
merely who have been worsted in com- 
petition. It includes as well the pro- 
ducing and consuming classes who 
have suffered the tax of monopoly. 
The natural result is a _ popular 
sentiment so widespread and so 
vigorous against the reign of the 
corporations and the monopolies they 
have created, that their overthruw 
is predestined. If it be accomplished 
through the peaceable means whicha 
political contest would afford, the more 
dangerous alternatiy e—revolution, will 
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be averted. It isnot plesant to con- 
template a condition of affairs which 
calls for such serious measures, but no 
man who views intelligently the incur- 
sions of monopolies into every depart- 
ment of industry and trade, can doubt 
that there is a righteous feeling of hos- 
tility to them which will take one or the 
other of these forms for their overthrow. 
The formation of a ‘National Anti- 
Monopoly League.’’ by some of the lead- 
ing merchants of this and other cities, 
avowing such principles as ‘‘Anti- 
Monopoly,” the “rights of the many 
against privileges for the few;” 
“Tabor and _  capital—allies, not 
enemies; justice to both,’’—the or- 
ganization of such a movement is a 
warning note which cannot be disre- 
garded. That its principles will consti 
tute the chief issues upon which the 
great political parties of the future will 
divide, there is abundant reason for 
believing. The unrelenting opposition 
we have waged against the Standard 
Oil Co. has enabled us to learn how 
deep-seated and universal is the hatred 
of that and all other monopolies. That 
hatred is not always openly manifested 
for fear of the retribation which might 
be visited upon a helpless offender. But 
it requires ouly such organization as 
will come through the league just 
formed, or some similar association, to 
draw out an overwhelming opposition 
to corporate bodies, which may scarcely 
be trusted to discriminate between those 
that have kept within the legitimate 
purposes of their charte:s, and those 
that have flagrantly violited its privi- 
leges. It may, however, be depended 
upon to abruptly terminate the career 
of the monopolist and the anarchy that 
has prevailed during his sup.emacy.

INCREASING CONSUMPTION GF THE 
HEAVY CHEMICALS, 

The stimulating effects of the com 
mercial ** boom ”’ in the United States 
during the latter part of 1879 on the 
English chemical markets, and the de- 
pression there which so promptly fol-

‘TAGES AND PRICES 
THE ALKALIES. 

A correspondent wishes to be in- 
formed what the difference is between 
caustic soda of 60, 70 and 76 per cent, 
aud why 60 per cent alkali is worth 
more than a70 per cent, and less tha: 
a6 percent article. As we have re- 
ceived a number of similar inquiries, 
we will try to explain the seeming 
anomaly in the prices, of which our 
correspondent speaks. 

The percentage of alot of caustic soda 
or other alkali, is an indication of its 
strength—that is to say, of the amount 
of the alkali contained in 100 parts of 
the sample. It is, therefore, an exact 
expression of the value of the alkali for 
manufacturing purposes. It would 
seem that, logically, the price should 
increase with the percentage, but this 
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is not the case, for the reason that, iv 
fixing prices another element is brought 
in. A 70 per cent alkali costs very little 
more to make thana 60 per cent, and 
the expenses for packages, transporta- 
tion, etc., are much less in proportion 
to the quantity of alkali in a given 
bulk. The Custom House, too, levies 
the duties solely by weight, without 
reference to quality, and as sales are 
always made on the basis of 60 per cent. 
it will be seen that a pound of a 70 per 
cent alkali represents a less nett cost to 
the importer than a pound of a 60 per 
cent article. As our correspondent is 
doubtless aware, an addition of 1623 
per cent (10-60ths) is made on a bill ofa 
70 per cent alkali, as an equivalent for 
the strength of the article above the 
standard of 60 per csnt. Above 70 per 
cent, however, the manufacture becomes 
more difficult and costly, requiring the 
use of a very much greater quantity of 
coal, and more labor. It is, therefore, 
quoted ata higher price, and 26.66 per 
cent (16-60ths) is added to the bill. As 
invoices are based on the 60 per cent 
standard, it is easily seen that when the 
price is 3 ceuts for 60 ver cent, 34 for 
70,and 3.90 for 76, the purchaser of 1,000 
lbs. of each would pay respectively 
$37.50, $40.83, and $49.34. Calculating 
from the basis of the relative strength 
of the lots, it will be seen that he pays 
in the first case 6.25 cents per pound of 
absolute alkali, in the second 5,82 cents, 
and inthe third 6.5 cents. The same 
rules are observed in calculating the 
prices of the other sodas, which are sold 
on a basis of the percentage of actual 
alkali.

THE WHITING ASSOCIATION. 


A meeting of the Association of 
hiting anufactucers was held in 
this city on Friday last. The business 
transacted was, for the most part, with- 
out interest to the trade, inasmuch as 
the Association, as it exists at present, 
has no special relation to the trade and 
does not extend its influence beyond its 
own members. We understand, how- 
ever, that the subject of a reorganiza- 
tion,on a basis which should enable the 
Association to again regulate prices 
and prevent protitless competition, was 
considered, and that a committee was 
appointed to report at a future meeting 
upon the feasibilityof such a step. The 
chief obstacles which ,the Association 
has met hitherto have been the refusal 
of some of the smaller manufacturers 
come into the organization. 
The experience of every industry 
that has attempted to establish 
a combination has been identical 
in this respect. There is always one 
manufacturer,at least,who hopes that all 
his competitors may organize and make 
themselves amenable to certain rules 
and regulations which will restrict com- 
petition among them, but leave him 
free to do as he pleases. The manufac- 
turers who have been willing to join 
an association are becoming tired of 
this sort of combination, and we believe 
it will be impossible to effect a reorgani- 
zation of the Whiting Association on 
any basis which does not include every 
manufacturer. It is useless to attempt 
a combination which omits a single 
manufacturer. One small concern 
whose competition on an open market 
is scarcely felt, can utterly demoralize 
trade when it is outside of an otherwise 
complete organization. It is not the 
quantity of goods which it sells but the 
means it takes to sell them, and the 
broadcast manner in which it scatters 
is offers to undersell combination 
prices, which unsettles trade and dis- 
satisfies buyers with the regulations 
of a combination An Association 
of the whiting manufacturers would 
be an exceedingly useful organization, 
if it could be made to include them all 
and to regulate prices and competition. 
But an open market is quite as favor- 
able for the larger manufacturers as it 
is for the small ones, and unless the late

The action of the Italian government should 
cause manufacturers to give more attention to 
home markets, but our country does not seem 
likely this season to reap any benefits from lower 
prices, and hence increased local consumption 
and introduction to new buyers, for the reason 
the action comes so late in the present season, 
together with the imme.se falling off of the 
crop, in consequence, in part, of the very wet 
autumn. Things often seem to go by contraries. 
Upon tke increase of duty in Italy nearly every 
one expected lower prices. What is the fact? 
I find as soon as the bill has passed the lower 
house with every indication of its becoming a 
law, export buyers come into the market for 
oil. And why? This is the explanation I receive: 
It is believed that the Marseilles and Trieste mar- 
kets will ship their present holdings into Italy to 
avail themselves of the advance in consequence 
of the dutygoing on.And this brings these always 
important buyers, now made more so by their 
superior advantage over Italian ports, as large 
buyers into our markets, 

The orders come when the stock of oil in the 
country is probably not less than 25 to 50000 bbls 
short of the same time last year. Mills that 
usually have at this time of year immense storage 
warehouses well filled with seed, are now with- 
out any accommodations, and some of them are 
shut down because of none. I will note one 
instance only. A few days ago Col. O. O. Nelson 
kindly showed me through the new mill of 
the Alabama Oil Co., which among mill men is 
looked upon asa model. No seed, workmen or 
manufactured product was visible. The mill 
presented an appearance that would not be wit- 
nessed ordinarily until summer. 

The seed receipts here are short about 16,000 
tons against same time last year: equal to about 
12,000 barrels of oil. The seed does not yield 
this season as large a percentage of oil as is 
usual. The early Autumn rains damaged the 
seed, and bad roads have interfered with haul- 
ing during the winter. Now the moving of seed 
must give way to the more important work of 
planting. The seed, meantime, not having been 
properly cared for, will be found to a large ex- 
ten} doubtless unfit for market, being heated and 
rotten. From the increased mill capacity and 
large cotton crop this season the largest crop of 
oil ever known was expected, while the fact is 
there will be a decrease of perhaps 25 to 35 per 
cent. The quantity of prime oil produced at this 
point will be very small this season; and Iam 
glad to note no attempt is being made to produce 
a light {color from inferior oil, thereby injuring 
the other properties of the oil by giving it less 
“body” and leaving marked indications of chemi- 
cals. Soap makers abroad do not demand the 
light grade, desirable only for salad, and I am 
glad to see our domestic makers are taking the 
same view. The quantity of spot oil is small for 
the season, and a very little eageeness, if shown 
by buyers, would quickly advance the market. 
A large cargo taken within a few days was most 
part inferior oil. One company is said to have 
sold part of it (2,500 bbls) at 38e. A.

The Standard succeeded in getting from 
Mr. Vanderbilt free transportation for its 
crude oil from the wells in Pennsylvania, 
one hundred and fifty miles, to the refine- 
ties at Cleveland, and back. ‘his stamped 
out competing refineries at Pittsburg, and 
created much of the raw material of the 
riots of July, 1877. Vanderbilt signed an 
agreement, March 25, 1872, that “all agree- 
ments for the transportation of oil after 
this date shall be upon a basis of perfect 
equality,” and ever since has given the 
Standard special rates and privileges. He 
has paid it back in rebates millions of dol- 
lars, which have enabled it to crush out

sea, Mr. Vanderbilt lowered his rates to the 
Standard, so that it could undersell any 
one who used these devious routes.

taining in this way a direct connection 
with the seaboard, Mr. Vanderbilt reduced 
his rate to the public from $1.40 to $1.25 
a barrel to thirty-five and twenty-five cents, 
and charged the Standard twenty, fifteen, 
finally but ten cents. For ten cents Mr. 
Vanderbilt hauled for the Standard a bar- 
rel weighing 390 pounds over 400 miles, 
and hauled back the empty cars, at the 
same time that he charged forty-five cents 
for hauling a can of milk weighing ninety 
pounds for sixty miles. So closely had 
the Standard octopus gripped itself about 
Mr. Vanderbilt that even at the outside 
rates its competitors could not get transpor- 
tation from him. He allowed the Standard 
to become the owner of all the oil cars run 
over his road, and of all his terminal facili- 
ties for oil. As the Standard owned all but 
200 of the oil cars 1un on the Erie, and 
leased all that road’s terminal facilities, it 
could charge its rivals anything it pleased 
for the privileges of New York harbor.

mittee, about these and cther things, his

Vanderbilt testified positively before the 
New York Investigating Committee that he 
knew nothing whatever about the American 
Transfer Company, its officers, or the pay- 
ments to it. 

The Standard’s control of the Erie was 
not less complete than its hold of the New 
York Central. The Erie shipped only ten 
ears for outsiders in a whole year, and 
those were given by mistake. Although a 
public corporation and a common carrier, 
the Erie let the Standard sink hundreds of 
wells on its road-bed, and steal the oil of 
the neighboring wells. After promising 
cars, of which it had hundreds idle, to in 
dependent shippers, the Erie withdrew 
them at the dictation of the Standard. One 
shipper had 10,000 barrels of oil brought 
down to the side of the track by the pipe 
line to be put into cars promised him by 
the Erie. The agent of the Standard ap-

roads. 
When the Pennsylvania Railroad began 


its discrimination against the oil producers, 

they appealed to President Scott for equal 

rates with the Standard. At the interview 

they obtained after repeated solicitations, 

he answered their petition by recommend- 

ing them to make a compromise with the 

Standard Oil Company! He did not want, 

he said, to get into any trouble with that 
concern. Representing the greatest com- 
mon carrier under the constitution of 
Pennsylvania, which expressly provides 
that everybody shall have ‘equal rights” 

on the railroads of the State, President 
Scott actually offered to get from the Stand- 
ard Oil Company for the shippers the priv- 
ilege of transportation over his own road. 
He volunteered his personal services to 
mediate between the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road and the Standard. More American 
than he, they refused the proposed service. 
One of them, a New York refiner, in de- 
scribing the scene, says, ‘‘We gave him 
very distinctly to understand that we did 
not propose to go into any ‘fix up,’ where 
we would lose our identity, or sell out, or 
be under anybody else’s thumb.”  Presi- 
dent Scott told these outsiders that they 
could not have the same rate as the Stand- 
ard, not even ifthey shipped the same 
amount of oil, and refused to tell them 
what discriminations were being made. 
He refused to give them transportation or 
to let them put their own cars on the road, 
although they had been his heaviest cus- 
tomers in the years when the Standard 
was an ally of his competitors in one of 
the fiercest railroad wars ever waged be- 
tween the trunk lines. 

Mr. Vanderbilt, Mr. Jewett, and Mr. 
Scott contracted with the oil producers in 
writing, March 25, 1872, ‘not to give any - 
party the slightest difference in rates or 
discrimination of any character whatever’’ 
and “to make no change in rates without 
ninety days’ notice in writing to the pro— 
ducers.” Among other features of the sys— 
tematic and chronic violations of this com- 
pact, which began almost immediately, 
wus a special allowance by the Pennsylva- 
nia road of twenty-two and a half cents a 
barrel to the Standard on all oil shipped by 
its competitors or itself. Vice-President 
Cassatt, of the Pennsylvania, said under 
oath, in the Pennsylvania suit against his 
road, that he did not think this special 
allowance was any violation of the agree- 
ment. But by it, as Mr. E.G. Patterson, 
of Titusville, said before the New York In- 
vestigating Committee, the Standard was 
able to sell retined oil at less than the cost 
of manufacture, and put its buyers of oil 
into the field, and crush out the business 
of any rival, by bidding this pwepty-tw 




















and a half cents, er part of it, above the 
price any one not getting this rebate could 
pays In the end the rebate came out of the 
unfortunate producer. After the Standard 
had used the rebate to crush out the other 
refiners, who were its competitors in the 
purchase of petroleum at the wells, it be- 
came the only buyer, and dictated the 
price, It began by paying more than cost 
for crude oil, and selling refined oil for 
less than cost. It has ended by making us 
pay what it pleases for kerosene, and com- 
pelling the owner of the well to take what 
he can get for his product. For the pro- 
ducer of petroleum, as for the producer of 
grain, the railroad fixes the price the pro- 
ducer receives, 

Mr. Roger Sherman, of counsel for the 
complainants in the suit brougbt by the 
State of Pennsylvania, hunted through the 
officers of the Pennsylvania Railroad to 
find some one who knew what rebates the 
Standard was getting. Most of the officers 
knew as little as Mr. Vanderbilt. Finally, 
Mr. Cassatt was put on the stand. He tes- 
tified as to the rebate of twenty-two anda 
half cents, already reterred to, and similar 
rebates of thirty-five cents a barrel from the 
New York Central, and twenty to thirty 
cents a barrel from the Erie. He showed 
that, while the open rate to the public was 
$1.90 to New York for carrying a barrel of 
refined oil, the Standard had the work done 
for $1.10 and $1.20 a barre! less, and that 
out of the seventy and eighty cents the 
Pennsylvania received it paid ten cents for 
storage and six cents for lighterage for the 
Standard. The public rate for transporting 
crude oil was $1.40 a barrel, but the Stand. 
ard paid only eighty-eight and a half cents, 
and finally but ten cents. While the Penn- 
sylvania was giving all these special allow- 
ances, carrying oil at one time, according 
to Vice-President Cassatt’s sworn delara- 
tion, for less than nothing, it charged ship- 
pers like George W. Cachaan, who were not 
in with the officers of the road, the extreme 
rate of $2.00 barrel. The effect of these 
discriminations was well expressed by Mr. 
B. B. Campbell, a witness for the State of 
Pennsylvania, who when asked what profit 
there was in refining replied, ‘‘ Toany one 
paying the open rate of freight there would 
be a heavy lozs, but with a $1.10 rebate on 
every barrel there would bea heavy profit.” 
The New York Central, the Pennsylvania, 
and the Erie Railroads and their connec- 
tions lost between January and October, 
1879, about $13,000,000 of freight earnings 
they would have had but for their alliance 
with the Standard, The latest annual re- 
port of the Reading company gives a great 
deal of space to these heavy losses. The 
President of the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road called the attention of the other trunk 
line presidents to its statements. They 
could not, he said, fail to embarrass the rail- 
roads before Congress, and to do them 
“ most serious damage” before the bar of 
public opinion. He appealed to the trunk 
line presidents at their meeting on January 
21, 1880, to reform ‘‘the wasteful and ab- 
surd rates oil,” which virtually for the 
Standrd amounted to free transportation. 
His appeal was without effect. The pres- 
idents decided at that meeting not to alter 
their rates. The rebates given the Stand- 
ard extended to nearly every State in the 
Union. These rebates are about equal to 
the average value of the oil at the wells. 
The railroads of the United States virtually 
give the Standard its raw material free. 
The Western railroads favor the Standard 
in the same way that the Eastern ones do. 
They refused competing shippers, in the 
days before these had been killed off, equal 
rates with the Standard, unless they did an 
equal business. The railreads create the 
monopoly, and then make the monopoly 
their excuse. When the Lake Shore charged 
nominally eighty cents a barrel and thirty 
cents a hundred pounds to carry oil from 
Cleveland to Chicago, it did the business 
for the Standard at seventy cents a barrel 

and twenty-five cents a hundred. 


It seems incredible that Americans should 
have been willing to do what the Standard, 
by means ofsthose special privileges from 
the railroads, did to its competitors. The 
refineries at New York had often to lie idle 
while the oil was running on the ground at 
the wells, becausethey could not get trans- 
portation. The monopoly of the pipelines 
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which the railroads gave it made the Stand- 
ard the master of the exits of oil from the 
producing districts. Producing themselves 
but one fiftieth of the oil yield they stood 
between the producers of the other forty- 
nine fiftieths and the world. There was 
apparently no trick the Standard would 
not play. It delivered its competitors in- 
ferior oils when they had ordered the high- 
priced article, out of which alone they 
could manufacture the fancy brands their 
customers called for. The Standard re- 
ceived as a common carrier from E. W. 
Coddington oil for transportation through 
its United Pipe Line, but, when he sold it 
to a New York dealer outside the Standard 
combination, refused to deliver it, at the 
same time shipping oil fo one of this deal- 
er’s competitors in New York. TheStand- 
ard controlled the pipes by which alone 
Mr. Coddington and all other producers 
could get to market. When the flow from 
his wells had filled his tanks, and he had 
to have them emptied, his application to 
the Standard’s United Pipe Line, a com- 
mon carrier, was met by refusal to move his 
oil unless he sold it to the Standard. The 
following extract from the stenographic re- 
port tells the story plainly enough. 

Ques. Upon what conditions would they 
run it? 

Ans. Upon condition it was sold to cer- 
tain parties,—J. A. Bostwick & Co., mem» 
bers of the Standard. 

Ques. At what price compared with the 
market price? 

Ans. Below the market price. 

Ques. Always below the market price? 

Ans. Always below it. 

H. L. Taylor & Co., of Petrolia, had 
wells producing 1600 barrels of oil a day. 
Their tanks at the wells were full: They 
owned other tanks, to which they could get 
their oil only through the pipes which the 
Standard owned and operated as a common 
carrier. They applied to it for transvorta- 
tion, and were refused. The wells could 
not be shut down for fear of water, and so 
thousands of barrels of oil ran into the 
ground. The Standard carried its point, 
for after that the firm sold all their oil to 
it, always twenty-two to twenty-five centsa 
barrel below the market price. H. Cald- 
well was another producer who had flowing 
wells and empty tanks, which the Standard 
refused to connect, and who had to sell his 
oil to it at prices ranging from twelve and 
one fouth to eighteen and one half cents a 
barrel below the lowest market rate. Lewis 
Emery, Jr., a producer of oil, was an own- 
er in six different companies, all of which 
were denied transportation by the Stand- 
ard, and forced to sell to it at its price. He 
said, ‘‘ We go down to the office, and stand 
in a line, sometimes half a day; people in 
a line, reaching out into the street, sixty 
and seventy of us. When our turn comes, 
we goin and ask them to buy, and they 
graciously will take it.” This was known 
in the trade as the ‘‘immediate shipment 
swindle.” Sometimes the Standard, after 
buying the oil this way, would take away a 
small part of it, and refuse to pay for the 
rest till it was shipped, months later,

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Rose Oil, or Otto of Roses. 
BY CHARLES G, WARNFORD LOCK, 

This celebrated perfume is the volatile 
essential oil distilled from the flowers of 
some varieties of rose. The botany of 
roses appears to be in a transition and 
somewhat unsatisfactory state. Thus the 
otto-yielding rose is variously styled Rosa 
damascena, R. sempervirens, R. meschata, 
R. gallicu, R. centifolia, R. provincialis, It 
is pretty generally agreed that the kind 
grown for its otto in Bulgaria is the damask 
rose (fi. damascena), a variety induced by 
long cultivation, as itis not to be found 
wild. It forms a bush, usually 8 to 4 feet, 
but sometimes 6 feet high; its flowers are 
of moderate size, semi-double, and arranged 
several on a branch, though not in clusters 
or bunches. In color, they are mostly 
light-red; some few are white, and said to 
be less productive of otto, 

The utilization of the delicious perfume 
of the rose was attempted, with more or 
less success, long prior to the comparative- 
ly modern process of distilling its essential 
oil. The early methods chiefly in-vogue 
were the distillation of rose water, and the 
infusion of roses in olive oul, the latter 
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flourishing in Europe generally down to 
the last century, and surviving at the pre- 
sent day in the south of France. The bu- 
toraceous oil produced by the distiilation of 
rceses for making rose water in this country 
is valueless as a perfume; and the real otto 
was scarcely known in British commerce 
before the present century. 

The profitable cultivation of roses for the 
preparation of ottois limited chiefly by 
climatic conditions. The odoriferous con- 
stituent of the otto isa liquid containing 
oxygen, the solid hydrocarbon or stearop- 
tene, with which it is combined, being ab- 
solutely devoid of perfume. The propor- 
tion which this inodorous constituent 
bears to the liquid perfume increases with 
the unsuitability of the climate, varying 
from about 18 per cent in Bulgarian oil, to 
35 and even 68 percent in rose oils dis- 
tilled in Franceand England. This in- 
crease in the proportion of stearoptene is 
also shown by the progressively heigtened 
fusing point of rose oils from different 
sources. thus, while Bulgarian oil fuses at 
about 61 deg. to 64 deg. Fahr., an Indian 
sample required 68 deg. Fahr.; one from 
the south of France, 70 deg to 73 deg. 
Fahr.; one from Paris, 84 deg. Fahr.; and 
one obtained in making rose water in Lon- 
don, 86 deg. to 89!5 deg. Fahr. Even in 
the Bulgarian oil, a notable difference is 
observed between that produced on the 
hills, and thst from the lowlands. 

It is, therefore, not surprising tbat the 
cultivation of roses, and extraction of their 
perfume, should have originated in the 
East. Persia produced rose water at an 
early date, and the town of Nisibin, north- 
west of Mosul, was famous for it in the 


14th century. Shiraz, in the 17th century, 
prepared both rose water and otto, for ex- 


port to other parts of Persia, as well as all 
over India. The Perso-Indian trade in 


rose oil, which continued to possess con- 
siderable importance in the third quarter 
of the 18th century, is declining, and has 
nearly disappeared; but the shipments of 


rose water still maintain a respectable 
figure. 

India itself has a considerable area de- 
voted to rose gardens, as at Ghazipur, La- 
hore, Amritzur, and other places, the kind 


of rose being R. damascena, according to 
Both rose waterand otto are

produced. The flowers are distilled with 


double their weight of water in clay stills; 


the rose water (goolabi pani) thus obtained 
is placed in shallow vessels, covered with 


moist muslin to keep out dust and flies, 
and exposed all night tothe cool air, or 
In the morning, the film of oil 


fanned. 
which has collected on the top, is skimmed 
off by a feather, and transferred to a small 
phial. This is repeated for several nights, 
till almost the whole of the oil has seper- 
ated. The quantity of the product varies 
much, and three different authorities give 
the following figures: (a) 20,000 roses to 
make 1 rupee’s weight (176 gr ) of ovto; (b) 
200,000 to make the same weight; (c) 1,000 
roses afford lessthan 2 gr. ofotto. The 
color ranges from green to bright amber, 


and reddish. The oil (otto) is most care- 


fully bottled; the receptacles are hermeti- 


cally sealed with wax, and exposed to the 


full glare efthe sun for several days. 
Rose water deprived of otto is esteemed 
much inferior to that which has not been 
sotreated. When bottled it is also exposed 
to the sun for a fortnight at least. 


The Mediterranean countries of Africa 


enter bul feebly into this industry, and it 
is a little remarkable that the French have 
not cultivated in Algeria. Egypt's demand 
for rose water and rose vinegar is supplied 
from Medinet-Fayum, southwest of Cairo. 
Tunis has also some local reputation for 
similar products, Von Maltzan says that 
the rose there grown for otto is the dog- 
rose (PR. canina), and that it is extremely 
fragrant, 20 Ibs of the flowers yielding 
about 1dr.of otto. Genoa occasionally 
imports a little of this product, which is of 
excellent quality. In the south of France, 
rose gardens occupy a large share of atten- 
tion, about Grasse, Cannes, and Nice; they 
chiefly produce rose water, much of which 
is exported to England. The essence (otto) 
obtained by the distillation of the Provence 
rose (R. provincialis) has a characteristic 
perfume, arising, it is believed, from 
the bees transporting the pollin of the 
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orange flowers into the petals of the roses. 
The French otto is richer in stearoptene 
than the Turkish, nine grammes crystallis- 
ing in a litre (134 pint) of alcohol at the 
same temperatura as 18 grammes of the 
Turkish. The best preparations are made 
at Cannes and Grasse. The flowers are 
not there treated for the otto, but are sub- 
mitted to a process of maceration in fat or 
oil, ten kilos. of roses being required to 
impregnate one kilo. of fat. The price of 
the rosas varies from 50 c. to 1 fr. 25 ¢. per 


kilo, 


But the one commercially important 
source of otto of roses is a circumscribed 
patch of ancient Thrace or modern Bul- 
garia, stretching along the southern slopes 
of the central Balkans, and approximately 
included between the 25th and 26th de- 
grees of east longitude, and the 42nd and 
43rd degress of north latitude. The chief 
rose-growing districts are Philippopli, Chir- 
pan, Giopceu, Karadshah-Dagh, Kojun 
Tepe, Eski-Sara, Jeni-Sara, Bazardshik, 
and the center and headquarters of the in- 
dustry, Kazanlik (Kisanlik), situated ina 
beautiful undulating plain, in the valley 
of the Tunja. The productiveness of the 
last mentioned district may be judged 
from the fact that, of the 123 Thracian 
localities carrying on the preparation of 
otto in 1877—they numbered 140 in 1859— 
42 belong toit. The only place affording 
otto on the northern side of the Balkans is 
Travina. The geological formation through- 
out is syenite, the decomposition of which 
has provided a soil so fertile as to need 
but little manuring. The vegetation, ac- 
cording to Baur, indicates a climate differ- 
ing but slightly from that of the Black 
Forest, the average summer temperatures 
being stated at 82 degs. Fahr. at noon, end 
68 degs. Fahr. in the evening. The rose- 
bushes flourish best and live longest on 
sandy, sun-exposed (south and south-east 
aspect) slopes. The flowers produced by 
those growing on inclined ground are dear- 
er and more esteemed than any raised on 
level land, being 50 per cent. richer in oil, 
and that of a stronger quality. This 
proves the advantage of thorough drain- 
age. Onthe other hand, plantations at 
high altitudes yield less oil, which is ofa 
character that readily congeals, from an in- 
sufficiency of summer heat. The districts 
lying adjacent to and in the mounta‘nzs are 
sometimes visited by hard frosts,which de- 
stroy or greatly reduce the crop. Floods 
also occasionally do considerable damage. 
The bushes are attacked at intervals and in 
patches by a blight similar to that which 
injures the vines of the country, 


The bushes are planted in hedge-like 
rows in gardens and fields, at convenient 
distances apart, for the gathering of the 
crop. They are seldom manured. The 
planting takes place in spring and autumn; 
the flowers attain perfection in April and 
May, and the harvest lasts from May till 
the beginning of June. The expanded 
flowers are gathered before sunrise, often 
with the calyx attached; such as are not re- 
quired for immediate distillation are spread 
out in cellars, but all are treated within 
the day on which they are plucked.

THE PETROLEUM MARKET. 





Turspay Evenine, March 1, 1881. 


The market for crude opened on Wednesday at 
90c, but at once fell off a point and hung at 893¢c 
throughout the day. On Thursday another point 
was lost, 8834c being the prevailing bidding 
price, while on Friday the depression was more 
marked and 87kgc was reached during 
the morning hour, with sales later at 
one point above this, after which there was 
a further weakeniug and the close was at 86%ce. 
Two points lower was reached on Saturday but 
the close was at Friday’s closing figures and 
those prevailed, for the most part yesterday and 
to-day. Occasional breaks were made to 
855g @8644 c, and there were sales at the 
latter figure. The market is rather weak 
in tone without any more perceptible cause than 
has prevailed for a fortnight past. 

The average daily shipments from the regions 
for the past week were 30,710, and for the month 
28,338 bbls. The average daily pipe runs for the 
month were 68,754. 

The refined market opened dull at 944c on Wed- 
nesday, and the refiners adhered to that figure up 
to Saturday, though resales were made at ¢c less, 
owing to a stringent money market on Thursday 
and Friday. The low rate of foreign exchacge 
has made buyers offish throughout the week, but 
the refiners have not weakened at all, and late 
on Saturday they advanced their views to 93¢c as 
an offset to a decline in ocean freights. Some 
sales were made at that figure, but the bid- 
ding is very slack. Cases have been in better 
demand for the East, and best brands are quoted 
at 1240 while some plain brands can be bought 
at 12c. 

For home trade prices have undergone no 
special change, though we hear of no bb! oil of- 
fering at the close below 10c. “Home Light,"’ 
150. Water white has been reduced to 16@17c: 
according to quantity. F 

Empty bbls are firmer for future, but are rathor 
easy on the spot. Domestics have sold at $1 20@ 
1 22 for ordinary lots, while some extra choice 
bbls brought as high as $1 25. 

Ocean freights are quoted at 3/@3/1% for large 
vessels to the Continent or U K, and 3/9@4/4% 
for medium and small.

The Committee of the Petroleum Exchange 
appointed to confer with other exchanges with 
reference to a merchants’ telegraph line, report- 
ed on Friday last.

Pine Tar, Its Manufacture and Uses, | sumed in a variety of ways. The pitch is 
The processes involved in the produc- made by Loiling tar with a certain propor- 


tion of pine tar although of such a simple 
nature are not, generally, well understood 
even by those engaged in selling and using 
it. Its nature, too, is unknown to most 
people. Pine tar is really a thick impure 
turpentine, and is obtained by charring 
the wood of pine and other coniferous 
trees. The process does not materially 
differ in the various countries where tar is 
prduced, and does not necessitate either 
great kuowledge or much labor. In the 
United States the industry is most largely 
engaged in in North Carolina, Virginia, 
and Georgia, more particularly in the 
former State. Everything needful for the 
process is found ready at hand, no costly 
stills or other utensils being necessary. A 
large hole is dug in the ground, and at a 
short distance a shallow one, and the two 
are connected by a narrow channel. Pine 
knots, the older the better, are then se

tion of common rosin. As an illustration 
of the lack of knowledge concerning the 
nature of tar an instance is cited by a gen- 
tleman who has been for a number of years 
interested in the industry. A certain man- 
ufacturer who had been puzzled how to 
keep his surplus tar, hit upon the experi- 
ment of puttin g into tanks to be drawn 
off when needed. To this end he built a 
large tank, near the bottom of which was 
placed a faucet, and into this he poured his 
supply of thin tar. At the expiration of 
several months there came a demand for 
the article, but when the jaucet was opened 
nothing came out, The experimenter was 
at a loss to understand why the liauid 
would not flow. On investigating with a 
pole, he found that about two feet of solid 
tar had collected at the bottom, and thus 
effectually sealed the tap. The loss re- 
sulting from the experiment more than 
offset the advance in the price of the tar.

The break in the lard market has exerted a 
weakening influence on the price of lard oil, and 
prices. although not quotably lower than last 
week, are easier. The competing oils have not 
been affected by the change in the position of 
lard oil, as they have been relatively lower all 
along. Cotton seed oil, owing to the difficulty of 
obtaining supplies of crude and from the fact that 
the small stock on the spot is controlled by strong 
parties, is very firm, while summer yellow is 
unsettled, owing to the irregular quality of the 
stock on offer. Whale and sperm oils are firm 
with an upward tendency. Linseed oil is easier, 
The outside brands of black oils are easier, but 
prices of the standard brands have not been 
changed. Paraffine oils are steadier, but no 
marked change in prices is noted. The fish oils 
are dull and prices are merely neminal. 


Vegetable Oils, 

Linseed oil is not as firm as at the date of our last. 
While the market is not quotably lower, there is 
not as much difficulty in obtaining small lots at 
57c as formerly. There is very little doing for 
prompt delivery, and there is not as much inte- 
rest in futures. There has been nothing doing in 
Western on the spot and none has been 
offered by the agents of the Consolidated Com- 
pany until to-day. The nominal quotation on 
the spot here is 57c, and this was the price in the 
We :t up to last advices. In some sections there 
is a great scarcity of Western oil, Cincinnati par- 
ticularly being unable to obtain a sufficient quan- 
tity to supply the trade there. City Calcutta oil 
is easier, but the demand is light. Sales in a large 
way would now be made at 62c. Jobbing sales 
are making at 63c. 

Rapeseed oil is only meeting with a retail de- 
mand and for the small lots taken 95c@$1 as to 
quantity is paid. Large lots would be sold ata 
considerable concession from the inside price. 

Mustard oil is in demand but the lots obtainable 


are small. Sales of strained and refined are mak- 
ing at 6244@63c. Retail lots bring 65@70c as to 
quantitye 


Crude cottonseed oil has been quiet until to-day 
the views of holders restricting bnsiness. The 
position of the market is a firm one as the stock 
on the spot is light’and controlled by parties who 
are able to hold for full prices. Buyers being in 
need of supplies came into the market to-day and 
though indisposed at first to meet holders’ views, 
were at last obliged to pay the price demanded in 
order to obtain the oil. There was a sale made of 
200 bbis late this afternoon at 35c, and other 
sales have been made but the particulars have 
not yet transpired. The market closes firm with 
nothing in the way of good quality offering below 
35c. There is no really prime oil to be hadin 
this market, and we hear of none offering from 
the mills. Advices from New Orleans state that 
there is no stock there and that nothing is doing. 

Summer yellow cottonseed oil is quiet on the 
spot, the stock offering not being up to the views 
of buyers. It is extremely difficult to give reli- 
able quotations, as, on account of the great 
irregularity in the quality of the oil, all the sales 
are made by sample. For strictly prime oil buy- 
ers would possibly pay 43c, but we hear of none 
offering with the exception of a lot of about 
100 bbls, which has heretofore been held off the 
market. For this the holder wants 45c, and has 
made some jobbing sales at that price. We 
are in receipt of special telegraphic com- 
munications from New Orleans, advising 
the sale of about 6000 bbls for export dur- 
ing the past few days at 38@39c, This has taken 
up much of the stock offering there, and the mar- 
ket now is nearly bare and has a strong upward 
tendency. 

Winter oils are selling moderately, but the 
markut is firm at 54c less 1% for yellow, and 56c 
for white, with a similar discount. These prices,

Animal and Fish Oils. 

Lard oil, following the break in the price of the 
raw material, has become easier, and although 
the lard market has recovered from the lowest 
point reached during the week, there has been no 
reaction fin oil. The demand is still very slow, 
buyers preferring to take other oils rather than 
pay the price demanded for lard oil. The inquiry 
noticed in our last has subsided, buyers, at the 
first indication of concessions on the part of 
pressers, withdrawing from the market, awaiting 
further reductions. The low grade oils are too 
high to offer any inducement to the buyer. Prices 
are irregular, and it is difficult to give any intelli- 
gent quotations, since the oil is almost entirely 
sold on sample. 

Manufactured whale oil is in steady de- 
mand, the high prices of lard oil turning 
buyers’ attention in this direction. Prices are 
firm in sympathy with crude, but no change in 
quotations have been made. Of the two lots of 
crude Arctic which have arrived here from Hono- 
lulu, via. the Isthmus of Panama, about 600 bbls 
have been sold at 50c and the remainder will go 
to New Bedford. 

Manufactured sperm oil sells fairly at steady 
prices, but there is no call for large lots. 

Menhaden oil is unchanged. No crude has 
been received here since our last and we hear of 
none offering. Pressers do not seem to be in 
need of stocks and will not bid within 2c of the 
prices demanded by makers, and there is therefor 
no inducement to bring the oil forward. The 
manufactured oils are steady but are not meeting 
with much attention. Small sales of bleached 
are making at 48c, but in a large way it is 
thought that less will buy. 

Cod oil occupies the same position as at the 
date our last writing. Stocks are large and 
are offered quite freely, but buyers are indiffer- 


ent, and it is only when an _ exception- 
ally low price is named that a sale 
is possible. Small sales of English are mak- 


ing at 45@46c, but less than the inside price 
would no doubt be accepted for a large lot, 
Domestic is nominally uuchanged. 

Saponified red oil of city make isin demand, 
and is very firmly held at 48c.

There has been a steady jobbing movement in 
most of the paints and colors during the past 
week, but p urchases on contract and of large lots 
for immediate delivery are few and far between, 
There isa good deal of inquiry from the South 
and West, and the indications are that, with more 
favorable weather, a large business with these 
sections will be done. The State trade is fair for 
the season, but orders from the East are not yet 
being received to any great extent. Few changes 
have occurred during the week, and these have 
been slight and unimportant. On the whole, a 
yery steady tone is to be noticed, but no imme: 
diate improvement is looked for. The break in 

the price of pig lead has not affected the market 
for the carbonate and the scarcity of both red 
lead and litharge keeps the market for these 
firm. The competition ameng the manufactur 
ers of Paris green seems to be over for the time 
and a firmer feeling has developed, an advance 
of 1@2c having been gained over the low prices 
ruling last week. No new developments are 
noticed in the market for colors ia oil, and prices 

are still unsettled. 


White Lead, Zincs, Etc. 


Pig lead is lower. Offerings and sales of foreign 
at low prices have had adepressing influence on 
the market and shortly after our last the price of 
common domestic went off about 10c per 100 
lbs. The demand has been moderately active, 
and sales are reported of 400 tons, foreign at a 
private price supposed to have been about 5 35c ; 
and about 300 tons common domestic, at 4 80c. 
The market at the close was steadier, but the 
decline had not been recovered, holders still quot- 
ing 4 80c @4 85c. Refined has been quiet but as 
stocks are not large the market has not been 
affected by the break in common, and closes with 
5 @ 5c nominally quoted. 

White lead remains quiet. The decline in pig 
lead has not affected the price of the carbonate 
to any great extent, though there seems to be a 
growing disposition on the part of corroders to 
meet the views of buyers. There appears to be 
some irregularity in the price of lead ground in 
oil, but there is very)ittle dry obtainable and for 
this 7c is realized. The position in the West seems 
to be about the same as that of this market. Dry 
is becoming very-scarce there, and corroders 
are not forcing. sales, while lead in oil is 
offered at irregular prices. We hear that 
a Pittsburgh grinder. is offering lead in oil for 
April delivery at 7c less 244 % delivered. There is 
no dry Western lead-offering in this market, and 
we hear of..nosales-of -out of town brands of 
ground. City Jead in oil is selling in a small way 
at 7c less 244 %, but large lots can be bought at 
7\ec less 5 s. English BB lead-is quiet and only 
jobbing sales are making at 9c from store. Large 
lots could be bought at about 83. 

American oxide of zinc is not in as good de- 
mand as previous to the date of our last. Buy- 
ers are only taking small lots for their present 
requirements, but the total quantity taken forms 
afairamount. The market is steady, oxidizers 
quoting 44¢c for the best grade and 4'4@4%ce for 
off quality. There is a very fair trade doing in 
French zinc, but it has not yet assumed any 
large proportions. Prices are firmly maintained.

Red lead is wanted, but makers are behind with 
their orders, and have littleor nothing to offer 
for prompt delivery. The market is very firm 
and we hear of nothing offering below our quo- 
tations. Sales are reported of 10 tons at 6!4c, 
and 5 tons in lots at 6144@6'%¢c. 

Litharge is scarce and is not now obtainable for 
prompt delivery, except ina small way. The de- 
mand is again reported as active,and we have 
sales to report of a lot of 50 tons at 6lgc, and 25 
tons in lots at 6@6}4c. 

Orange mineral meets with an occasional in- 
quiry, but there are no sales of any consequence 
making. English and American are quoted nom- 
inally, at 8@8'%éc, but round lots could no doubt 
be bought at less. French and German are quiet 
and unchanged. We note sales of 5 tons Ameri- 
can at 8@8¢. 

Quicksilver vermilion is selling very fairly 
though there is no call for anything larger than 
500 lb lots. The market is firm in sympathy with 
the raw materials. We have sales to report of 
5000 lbs at 55@574. 

American vermilion is firmer. The competition 
among manufacturers is not as active as before 
the date of our last. The low sellers finding their 
competitors willing buyers at the lowprices have 
raised their quotations, and there are few, if any, 





brands of pure scarlet that can be obtained be- 
low 12c. The demand is good, but there is no de- 
sire on the part of buyers to lay in large stocks, 
We note sales of 10 tons at 114@124c. 

Carmineisin better demand though as yet 
there isnot much movement. The market is 
firm and unchanged. Sales of 150 lbs are report- 
ed at $5 50@5 75 as to quantity. 

Venetian red is in moderate demand at un. 
changed prices. The market is firm at $135 for 
domestic, and $1 40@1 45 asto brand for Eng- 
lish on the spot, and $1 35@1 42% for the latter 
to arrive. We get sales of 125 bbls English, from 
store, at $1 40@1 45.

What Constitutes Shellac Varnish, 

The controversy which has arisen be- 
tween the Government and Messrs. Harty 
& Co, of Canada, relative to the value and 
quality of the shellac varnish, which the 
latter have been selling upon this market, 
has induced us to make extensive inquiry 
as to what constitutes shellac varnish. We 
have obtained information on the subject 
from a number of large furniture and var- 
nish makers. The latter are unanimous in 
the opinion that two and one-half pounds 
of gum to the gallon makes a fair varnish, 
and assert that nearly, if not all furniture 
manufacturers who purchase a varnish 
containing four or five pounds of gum, 
dilute it either with benzine or alcohol to 
that consistency before using. Inquiry 
among the furniture makers not only cor- 
roborated this statement, but brought to 
light some rather astonishing facts touching 
the quantity of gum used. One stated that 
for the outside coat he used a varnish made 
as thin as possible, and containing not 
more than one pound of shellac to the 
gallon. This preparation, he said, 
although so thin, gave the piece a 
brilliant lustre, which wore as well asa 
much heavier bodied varnish. Another 
stated that he never used more than one 
and a half pounds of gum, which made 
a body sufficiently heavy for his purposes, 
and two pounds was about the quantity 
employed by the majority. In no case 
was there a dissenting opinion as to two 
and one-half pounds being sufticient to 
make a good varnish. This testimony 
would seem to be conclusive on the point 
that Messrs. Harty & Co. have been acting 
in this respect within the privileges ac- 
corded them by their license from the 
Canadian Government, and that their 
goods are strictly varnish. Very few of 
the furniture manufacturers now make 
their own shellac varnish, and only a small 
portion is now used compared with former 
years, its place having been taken for use 
on cheap goods, by Manila and benzine 


varnishes of much less value.

A New Violet for Pigment. 
BY E. GUYARD. 

Many attempts have been made to turn 
to account the violet blue color obtained 
on adding an excess of ammonia to a solu- 
tion of a salt of sopper. Guyard has to 
some degree succeeded. To an ammoni- 
acal solution of blue vitriol he adds a 
polution of yellow prussiate. The pre-

cipitate thus obtained is well washed and 


dried at a heat of 338 deg. F., when it 
loses ammonia and cyanogen, takes up 
oxygen, and becomes converted into a fine 
violet-colored pigment. If heated 392 deg.

‘Lhe violet powder has more coloring 
power and covers better than ultramarine, 
If 15 grains of it are stirred up with its 
own weight of water thickened with 60 
grains of solution of albumen, printed and 
steamed, the color is not in the least 
affected uor is it injured by the action of 
the air. Boiling lime-water turns it rather 
more to a blue, and chloride of lime gives 
it a more reddish tone. Concentrated 
solution of salt of tin turns it to a vinous 
red. Strong muriatic acid has little ac- 
tion, so that the new pigment may rank 
among the more permanent violet colors.

Note on Nu galls, 

The insect of the Cynips species (Cynips 
quercus folii) which, armed with a very;long 
borer, produces the gall, deposits its egg in 
the cellular tissue of the plant; the place 
pierced expanding, causes the excrescence 
in which the larvae, having left the egg, 
are nourished and developed, to reappear 
after some time asa winged insect, which 
at last escapes from its prison by on open. 
ing the animal has made from within to 
without by gnawing the dried gall. 

As long as the larva, which is, in most 
cases, confined to avery small cavity in the 
centre of the nut, lives and feeds, the gall 
retains its sap, and this, which exudes in a 
concentrated state, contains more of that 
tannin so valuable to tanners and dyers 
than any other part of the oak. 

Turkish gall nuts, which growon the 
young branches of the gall oak (Quercus 
infectoria), the stunted oak of Asia Minor, 
Syria, and Persia, are found in the neigh- 
borhood of Alshehr, Kula, Magnesia, 
Ushak, and Pergamos. They average from 
four to nine lines in diameter, are round, 
of rough surface, and covered with knobs 
and ridges. They are of a woody sub- 
stance, and their flavor is acid and astring- 
ent. The young gal!s, which still contain 
the insect, are of a dark color, heavy, and 
of a stiff texture. They are distinguished 
as black and green galls. The white and 
yellow galls, on the contrary, are those 
which the insect has left, ss one sees by 
the hole or punctures on the surface. They 
are more of a spongy consistence, lighter, 
and are poorer in tannin. 

A fourth species, undeveloped, but which 
the insect has nevertheless quitted, is the 


: gall exported under the name of tshinkir, 


or crown gall. Itis more yellow and half 
the size of the others, but is, however, rich- 
er in tannin than the whtte galls. The 
annual crop varies from 2,000 to 2,500 
sacks of two Vienna quintals, worth alto- 
gether 325,000 silver florins. The whole, 
after it has been sorted, is exported to 
Europe, chiefly England, Germany, and 
Austria, and to America.

4.—Experiments with moist air.—The 

The bleaching powder tested 43°09 per 
cent. After heating for two hours at 60 
deg. C. (140 deg. F.) no sensible evolution 
of gas had taken place, but this commenced 
at 80 deg. C. (176 deg. F.) and was finished 
a little above this temperature, so that fur- 
ther heating at a higher temperature did 
not produce much effect. The escaping 
gas contained no chlorine or hydrochlor- 
ous acid, but merely oxygen. The residue 
in the boat, when the heating had lasted 
long enough, showed no available chlorine 
at all, but 39°42 Clas chloride and 2:99 as 
chlorate. The latter must have retained 
as much oxygen as corresponds to 14:95 
CaOCl2; the free oxygen is evolved bya 
splitting up of the remaining CaOCl2 into 
CaCl2 and O. The assumption that all the 
oxygen comes from a secondary decompo- 
sition of the first-formed calcium chlorate 
is not excluded; but there 1s no reason 
why a direct splitting up of CaOC)2 should 
not be admitted. 

b. Dry air, passed over bleach ot 43:69 
per cent at 38 deg. to 42 deg. CO. tor 44 
hours. The escaping gas contained no 
sensible quantity of oxyzen (except that of 
the air itself), but 4°73 per cent of the 
bleach as chlorine. In the residue there 
was 3°99 per cent Cl as chloride, 0:23 as 
chlorate, 34°78 as available chlorine. 

c. Dry air, passed over bleach of 42:70 
per cent at 100 deg. to 105 deg. C. for six 
hours. The escaping gas contained 0:87 
per cent of the bleach as oxygen (corres— 
ponding to 3°56 Cl as CaOC)2) and 14-94 
per cent as chlorine; the residue contained 
22-25 per cent chlorine as chloride, 3°51 as 
chlorate, 1°35 as available chlorine.

tion miscarried. With these small quantities the 
chlorate could not in any case be quite accurately 
estimated. 


ce. Dry carbon dioxide, passed over 
bleaching powder which was previously 
thoroughly dried by long standing over 
concentrated sulphuric acid, caused no 
change at the ordinary temperature. At 
80 deg. C. 2:86 per cent chlorine was given 
off; at 180 deg. C.no chlorine, but much 
oxygen, evidently merely by the action of 
the heat itself. 

d. Moist COz, acting on English bleach 
of 34 per cent at 70 deg. C., evolved in an 
hour 29 58 per cent chlorine. 

e. Calcium chloride, treated at 70 deg. 
C. with COg, exactly like the above sam- 
ples, did not yield a trace of chlorine. 
This was to be expected as a matter of 
course; but the check test was made in or- 
der to exclude any doubt whatsoever. 

After all these results the conclusion 
seems unavoidable, that no formula of 
bleaching powder in which calcium chlo- 
ride occurs can be correct, since in the 
presence of as little moisture as is con- 
tained ia strong bleach nearly all the chlo- 
rine is driven off at 70 deg. C. by carbon 
dioxide. The small quantity of chlorine 
found in the residue as chloride is evident- 
ly partly free CaCl? already present in 
fresh bleach, partly that produced in the 
formation of a little chlorate. That in the 
absence of all moisture the action is very 
slight is no matter of surprise; but even 
very much moisture would not explain 
how calcium chloride can be decomposed 
by CO2 with formation of free Cl. The 
matter is different in the case of bleach 
solutions where the compound CaOCl2 
seems to have split up into CaO2Cl2 and 
CaCle (we have not ourselves gone into 


The experiments (II). prove the follow-! that question yet); here there is a possibil 


ing: 

Ist. Indamp air of about 80 deg. O., 
bleaching powder gives up much oxygen; 
all the chlorine remains in the residue, 
partly as chloride, partly as chlorate. The 
reactions are: 

CaO0Cl2 —CaCl2 plus O and 
6CaOCl? —Ca(Cl103)2 plus 5CaCl2. 

2nd. In dry air of about 100 deg. C. 
bleaching powder yields the same products 
as in dump air; but another portion of the 
bleaching compound is directly split up 
into lime and chlorine:

Ill. Treatment of Bleaching Powder with 
Oarbon Dioxide.—The apparatus was simi- 
lar to that employed in the preceding se- 
ries; but there was no aspiration, the 
CO2z (moist or dry) being introduced on 
one side, and the gases passing out of the 
other side, first through a potassium iodide 
receiver, in order to retain the Cl, then 
into a measuring tube for the gas, luted by 
a solution of sodium hyidrate and provided 
with a stop-cock at the upper end. Inthis 
tube the oxygen was collected and after- 
ward submitted to analysis. 

a. Dry CO2 of the ordinary temperature 
was passed many days in succession over 
bleach of 43:09 per cent and of 32°8 per 
cent not specially dried. At first a very 
slight quantity of Cl (or ClOH) was given 
off, probably only so long as any moisture 
was present; then the action ceased, and 
nearly all the chlorine was found un- 
changed (in the available state) in the resi- 
due. 

b. Dry CO2 was passed over bleach from 
various sources at higher temperatures, 
with the following results:

ity that CO2 might drive off so much ClIOH 
that its action on KI would equal that of

IV. Behavior of the water contained in 
Bleaching Powder.—The substance was 
contained ina boat within a glass tube, 
which was heated by a flat-mouthed burn- 
er, a slight current of perfectly dry air be- 
ing aspirated through it allalong. The 
water driven off was absorbed by a calcium 
chloride tube, the chlorine by a solution of 


together 20°54 water, along with 7:67 per 
cent chlorine. Other samples of the same 
bleach were heated above the temperature 
employed before; after fritting the mass 
effervesced, evidently by the decomposi- 
tion of chlorate, and then entered into a 
tranquil fusion. The glass tube (which 
was not of the most refractory kind) was 
softened, but the porcelain boatitself never 
got beyond a low red heat. In several ex- 
periments of this kind more than 20 per 
cent of water was driven off directly with- 
out adding sodium carbonate, which Stahl- 
schmidt states to be necessary. A third 
sample of the same bleach was heated in a 
refractory glass tube, and yielded:

These experiments are incompatible with 
Stahlschmidt’s theory, according to which 
the bleaching compound contains fwo- 
thirds of the water as water of hydration, 
and one-third as hydroxyl, his formula 
being: 

The hydroxy] is supposed to be eliminated 
in the shape of water only by fusion with 
sodium carbonate. But, as we see, all the 
water can be driven off by heating without 
sodium carbonate, and that without ob- 
serving an interruption in the rate of es- 
cape when just two-thirds of the water 
have gone away. It is true that the greater 
proportion of water goes away below 150 
deg.; then a pause ensues in which very 
little water escapes, the remainder going 
away above 290 deg. C. But this behavior 
is identical with that of calcium hydrate, 
as proved by the following experiment. On

Since the calcium hydrate was not abso 
lutely pure, and a hittle carbonate was 
present as well, it is evident that the me- 
chanically absorbed water escaped below 
150 deg., the water of hydration only above 


290 deg. 
This seems to allow the conclusion, 
aided by the previous experiments, 


that the water driven off from the bleach 
above 290 deg. C. belongs to free calcium 
hydrate, mechanically mixed with the 
bleaching compound, (“ chloride of lime’), 
whilst the water escaping at a lower tem- 
perature nearly all below 150°C., is either 
hygroscopic moisture, or belongs to a hy- 
drate of the compound CaOCl?, or is partly 
one and partly the other. The strongest 
bleach obtained yielded only very little 
water above that necessary for the com- 
pounds CaOCi?H20. and Ca(OH)2. Buton 
standing over sulphuric acid at the ordi- 
nary temperature not merely all mechanic- 
ally absorbed water, but over a portion of the 
H2O of the hypothetical hydrate, CaOCl2 
H20, is lost. Hence the existence of this 
hydrate, which is also disputed by Opl and 
Kopfer, is at least very doubtful.

The comparatively small percentage of 
calcium hydrate found, viz., one-seventh of | ~~ 
the calcium present as CaOCl2, would seem 
to make it unnecessary to take 1t into ac- 
count ina formula of bleaching powder. 
From many other analogies there would be 
no difficulty in assuming that a certain 
quantity of calcium hydrate, varying ac- 
cording to circumstances, escapes the at- 
tack of the chlorine through being mechan- 
ically enveloped by the much larger bulk 
of the proper bleaching compound, Ca0C12, 
Possibly the latter is somewhat protected 
against decomposition, (e.g., by the atmos- 
pheric CO2), by the calcium hydrates me- 
chanically mixed with it, so that the part 








sianed by the latter is not an unessential 
one; but this would not lead to an altera- 
tion of Odltng’s formula on that account. 
The circumstance that good bleach, when 
ground up with a little water, swells up 
with evolution of heat, could be easily ex- 
plaiaed by the fact, that in this process 
20a0Cl2 are changed into Ca(OCl)2+4-CaCl? 
which two compounds are assumed by 
most chemists to exist in solutions of 
bleach. 

On the other hand, there is one circum- 
stance which would tend to show that the 
excess of lime should be represented in the 
formula of bleaching powder. When the 
strongest bleach is ground up with water 
and the mixture is then diluted the insolu- 
ble residue does not appear in the pulveru- 
lent shape to be expected of previously 
formed, unchanged calcium hydrate, but 
in a flaky, voluminous form, similar to cal- 
cium hydrate just precipitated from a 


jcompound. This behavior could be easily 


i 


understood with Stahlschmidt’s formula 
(2CaOHOCls=Ca02Cl2-+4-Ca0?H2), but as we 
have seen, there are other insurmountable 
difficulties militating against this formula. 
Hitherto we have not found a sufficient ex- 
planation for this behavior; but further ex- 
periments will be made in this direction.

Replanting on private grounds is 
done at a c)mparatively trifling ex- 
pense. For over a hundred years there 
has existed a fixed contract between the 
landed proprietors of the province Yun- 
gas and their Indian tenants ones 
conloes), according to the following 
form: Each family receive a lot of 
ground with dwelling, for their own 
use, and binds itself to perform field 
labor [for the hacienda, during 2, 3 or 4 
days in the week, at wages amounting 
per day to 4-5 reals (— 28-36 cents) for 
men, and 2'4-3 reals (— 16-21 cents) 
for women and children. The rest of 
the week the peon is at liberty to attend 
to his own fields. It only requires a 
few days in the year to clear the ground, 
necessary for a cinchona plantation, 
from shrubs and trees. to transplant the 
young trees from the nurseries and to 
keep the ground clear fron weeds, etc., 
during the first andsecond year. After- 
wards, the tree; may be left to them 
selves, Such a plantation entails, 
therefore, but a trifling expense, or 
none at all, upon the proprietor. 

In the wild and uncultivated tracts of 
land along the Mapiri, however, such an 
undertaking requires more capital and 
labor. The ground must be bought 
from the state, for which purpose a pe- 
tition must first be sent in, contajning 
a description of the territory, together 
with a list of witnesses who testify that 
the ground in question is not private 
property. After the witnesses have 
been heard the state puts a price upon 
the land and it is sold at public auction, 
in which the claimant enjoys certaia 
privileges and and advantages before 
other purchasers. Generaliy there are 
no other bidders but the claimant. If 
the latter, however, happens to be a 
person without infiuence or protection, 
his claim is pigeon-holed or delayed. 
In the cas: of influential persons, lauds 
are often valuel at ridiculously low 
prices, and almost given away, as wus 
done with the Quinuni Valley. The 
latter, which is about 59 miles (Eag.) 
long, was sold to privaie parties for the 
sum of 6500 dollars, and another, stiil 
larger domain on the Mapiri river, for 
1,200 dollars. 

The planting of. such districts is con- 
tracted out to natives of the lower 
classes, who generally demand advan- 
ces and sublet the real labor to Indians. 
The ground is usually covered bya 
dense forest, which is cut down in suit- 
able sections; the stems, branches, 
shrubs, etc., are piled together, and, as 
soon as they have dried sufliciently, are 
set on fire. During this time a nursery- 
plot, exposed to the free air, but situ- 
ated in a shady place, is prepared, and 
the seed deposited therein. As soon as 
the young plants are about one foot 
high the ‘‘razed” district is once more 
cleared of weeds, and the young plants 
put into the ground in distances of five 
to six feet. Between them are planted 
banana trees, which are intended to 
afford shade to the young trees during 
the first and second year. After this, 
the contractor sends his Indian work- 
men around occasionally to weed out 
between the trees. From March to 
June is the best time to begin a planta- 
tion, as the raivy season is then over. 
One year after planting, the plantation 
is delivered over to the owner; all dead 
trees being taken out, and those which 
have retained vitality are counted. ‘The 
contractor receives for each tree of one 
year’s growth two reals or about four- 
teen cents. Accordivg to this rate 
the plantation at the Mapiri will have 
sost about as follows:

It is said that the bark may be cut i 


alreach in the fourth year, but this 
statement is doubted by Dr. Hasskar!. 
The claims of the proprietors that they 
had already obtained 300 ewt. of quilled 
bark feom trees planted only ‘a short 
time before the beginning of the year 
1878, is regarded by Hasskarl as an 
idle boast. 

As soon as the contractor has deliv- 
ered to the owner a portion of 20, 30, 
or 40,000 plants, the risk falls upon the 
latter, who must hereafter look after 
the soil and plants through his own 
hired agents. During the first and 
second years two dangers are liable to 
occur: either the plants may dry up 
during a drought or they may be at- 
tacked by ants. After the s+cond year, 
they are not liable to be injured there- 
by. The drought which was common 
all over Bolivia duriug 1879 killed thou- 
sands of plants. 

Whether the new Bolivian planta- 
tions, which certainly must be a source 
uneasiness to the planters on Java (and 
British India), will be managed with 
sufficient energy, will principally de- 
pend upon the value of bark during 
the next three or four years, Should 
this diminish in 
an increased supply of Indian 
barks, or through other causes, the zeal 
will cool off and the old system of neg- 
lect and carelessness be resumed, par- 
ticularly as the supply of labor in the 
province of Yungas is scarcely sufficient 
to cultivate the coca plantations, which 
yield a much quicker profit. Besides, 
the increasing means of the colonos and 


peons, in consequence of the high prices 
of coca, makes them gradually more 


independet of the land owners, In ad 
dition to all this, there is a feeling of 
uncertainty as to the security of private 
property, especiaily that which is noto- 
riously cbtained by underhand and un- 
fair means. Dr. Hasskarl, who is inti- 


mately acquainted with the condition of 


things, both in Bolivia aud in Java, has 
no fear that this new enterprise will 
seriously injure the Dutch plantations 
in Java. Bolivia appears to have only 
one advantage over other countries, in 
that itis the native home of cinchona, 
so that all theories and experiments 
regarding its planting and growth are 
unnecessary.

annexed to Chili—as a consequence of

energetic measures of the Chilian gov- 
ernment would certainly produce re. 
sults which would have serious conse-

The whole export of fine manufac- 


turers’ barks, from the port of Mollendo, 


in 1879, amounted still to 300—350,000 


kilos, half of which came from the pro- 
vinee of Caupolican, the most northern 
of Bolivia, where the extinction of the 
tree does not yet appear to have ex- 
tended as far as in the province o 
Yungas. 

The most southern departments of 
Santa Cruz and Cochabamba furnish a 
large supply of false cinchona bark, 
which contains no quinine and which is 
useless for the manufacturer. But it is 
largely employed in Europe for the 
preparation of wine of cinchona, The 
supply of this kind of bark is as yet un- 
diminished, although annually more 
than 200,000 kilos are exported, at an 
average value of $1 20 per kilo. The

THE PATENT MEDICINE TRADE IN ENGLAND. 
Co-operative stores are much more numerous 
in England than here. These stores have adopted 
the sale of patent medicines and druggists’ sun- 
dries, and have “cut” prices to the extent of 
nearly destroying the business of the retail drug- 
these lines. The latter are bestirring 
to devise means for overcoming the 
following extracts from correspond- 
ence upon the subject appear in the Chemist 
and Druggist, and may be of interest now that 
the practice is gaining ground here : 

*“We must look only to ourselves, and expect 
to find success from action, created and 
by the legitimate retail dealers in

“The suecess that has attended the sale of the 
principal patents has been not only from the 
advertising, but also, in a large measure, from 
the support which the trade has given them 
which support has been induced by the profits; 
and now that the profits are gone, 1 advocate 
that the trade support be totally withdrawn. and 
in its place substitute an active opposition against 
the sale of cut patents. 

“First, the plan of withdrawing support. 

“Remove from our windows every show-card, 
dummy, or real patent, and from off our windows 
all letters and transparencies; put away on back 
all bills, posters, pamphiets, etc., adver- 
I do not advise destroying 
bills. Let them alone till better times 
come, and, in other ways needless to further 
state, treat all cut patents and proprietaries as 
black sheep, selling them only when asked for, 
ind, whenever we can do so judiciously, throw 
cold water on their sale. 

“Second plan—active opposition. 

* Let us encourage the sale of local paten}s, or, 
in fact, any patent that would act in unison with 
our interests. I will illustrate my meaning. 

“Supposing there are a certain number of 
chemists in Leeds, Bradford, and Huddersfield, 
desiring to push their own preparations. As the 
secretary for the Halifax Chemists’ Association, 
1 would bring them before the notice of our 
members, and induce them to accept an agency. 
fhe proprietor would advertise them in this dis- 
trict, and supply first lots on sale and return, 
sending direct to vendor, ignoring wholesale 
houses altogether, and supply ing only those whose 
nume Was sent by the secretary. This would be 
an effectual preventitive against cutting chemists 
and rrocers., 

‘The vendor to display show-cards, posters, 
ete., and permit on his counter hand-bills, pamph- 
lets, ete., always charging full price, and his own 
interests would induce him on favorable occa- 
sions to influence his customers to prefer pur- 
chasing them to cut patents, In return the 
secretaries of the towns mentioned would adopt 
the same principle to Halifax chemists, and the 
result I anticipate from these two modes of action 
would be a serious falling. off 
sumption of cut patents. We could not obliter- 
ate them, but we should mcke a state of things 
ruinous to the large patent medicine proprietors. 
The expenses of adve rtising are enormous, and, 
if the proprietors saw such an organization work- 
ing well together and found, as they soon would, 
that their sales were decreasing, and that their 
profits were falling below their expenses, we 
should soon see them anxious ta come to terms

Another correspondent, referring to the above, 
says: 

“To endeavor to put a defence into shape, I 
would suggest that in your next issue you request 
all who are favorable to adopting some such 
measure as Mr. Hebden’s (the above correspond- 
ent) tosend you their names and addresses. If 
you could announce a satifactory result a meet- 
ing might be called, and,if united and determined, 
action agreed on, a committee appointed, sub- 
scription fixed, secretary and treasurer chosen, 
etc, It might be necessary to establish a whole- 
sale depot for the defence supply; a strict regis- 
ter would prove a very important factor in 
ensuring success. Circulars issued to patent 
medicine manufacturers, having articles of re- 
pute, would state the terms on which chemists 
would be prepared to continue the sale of their 
medicines.

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| ists no longer get large profits, cards are to be 
withdrawn, and, still worse, the cold water ex- 
tingisher applied, not, mark you, sir, because the 
article is not as good for the public as heretofore, 
but because it has become less beneficial to the 
chemist; this is, to say the least,an immoral econ- 
omy of business procedure. Time alone will 
bring about a rectification of this state of things, 
for now, when not only one in a town, but almost 
all, are selling these specialties at merely nomi- 
nal profits, it will soon be perceived that by mu- 
tual arrangement in each district, a fair advance 
on cost may be charged to the general advan- 
tage. 

I had intended to have touched upon several 
other features of this subject, but find I have 
already written at too much length.

ESSENTIAL OILS. 

At the opening of 1880 this market was 
very quiet with prices in the main steady. 
There was not much of a change until Feb- 
ruary, When a little better feeling was 
manif.sted. With an increase in trade 
prices began to harden, and this developed 
into a speculative movement in lemon and 
a few other oils. Anise began and contin- 
ued to decline throughout March, with 
wintergreen advancing and lemon firmer 
Toward the end of April a movement took 
place in case peppermint, some 700 cases 
changing hands in a few days. Lemon 
began to weaken. Following this the mar- 
ket for lemongrass was broken ky heavy 
arrivals and trade quieted down. In May 
the dullness increased, and lemon, cassia, 
wintergreen and clove fell off in price. This 
continued throughout Jane, when further 
reductions took place in wintergreen, 
lemon, bergamot, citronelle and anise. 
July opened on very little improvement. 
Lemon took an upward turn, wormwood 
and orange advanced, and citronelle again 
declined. There was very little improve- 
ment in any of these goods during the 
next month; lemon was unsettled and clove 
and bergamot were doing a little better, 
but the trade all around remained dull and 
only of a jobbing character. Toward the 
close of the month therewas a little ‘‘boom” 
in sassafras, lemon eased off, orange weak- 


to 60c for single cases, and Peru reached 
the lowest price once more—$175. By 
June 1st, copaiba had fallen to 67c, Tolu to 
55c, and Peru was held at $2@2 10. At 
the close of the six months, copaiba was
